INTRODUCTORY CHAPTER 


The history of the United States has been written not merely in the halls of Congress, 
in the Executive offices and on the battlefields, but to a great extent in the chambers of 
the Supreme Court of the United States. “In the largest proportion of causes submitted 
to its judgment, every decision becomes a page of history.” “In not one serious study of 
American political life,” said Theodore Roosevelt at a dinner of the Bar in honor of 
Judge Harlan in 1902, “will it be possible to omit the immense part played by the 
Supreme Court in the creation, not merely the modification, of the great policies, through 
and by means of which the country has moved on to her present position. . . . The Judges 
of the Supreme Court of the land must be not only great jurists, they must be great con- 
structive statesmen, and the truth of what I say is illustrated by every study of American 
statesmanship.”” The vitally important part, however, which that Court has played in the 
history of the country in preserving the Union, 1n maintaining National supremacy within 
the limits of the Constitution, in upholding the doctrines of international law and the 
sanctity of treaties, and in affecting the trend of the economic, social and political develop- 
ment of the United States, cannot be understood by a mere study of its decisions, as 
reported in the law books. The Court is not an organism dissociated from the conditions 


and history of the times in which it exists. It does not formulate and deliver its opinions 
in a legal vacuum. Its Judges are not abstract and impersonal oracles, but are men whose 


views are necessarily, though by no conscious intent, affected by inheritance, education 
and environment and by the impact of history past and present; and as Justice Holmes 
has said: ‘The felt necessities of the time, the prevalent moral and political theories, 
intuitions of public policy, avowed or unconscious, even the prejudices which Judges 
share with their fellow-men, have had a good deal more to do than the syllogism in 
determining the rules by which men should be governed.”

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CHIEF JUSTICE FRED M. VINSON 


Mr. Chief Justice Fred M. Vinson, of United States Supreme Court was born in Louisa, 
Kentucky on January 22, 1890; son of James and Virginia (Ferguson). 


He graduated from Kentucky Normal College, 1908; A.B. Centre College, Kentucky, 
1909; LL.B., 1911; LL.D. Centre College, 1938, University of Kentucky, 1944. He 
attended Mercer University, Washington and Lee University, Bethany College, Princeton 
University, 1947. 


He began law practice at Louisa, 1911; city attorney in 1913; commonwealth attorney, 
32nd Judicial District, Kentucky, 1921-24; member of 68th, 70th, and 72nd Congresses ; 
9th now 8th, Kentucky District, 74rd, 74th and 75th Congresses since 1923 to 1939. He 
resigned May 12, 1938; associate Justice of United States Court of Appeals for District 
of Columbia, 1938-43; appointed by Chief Justice of Supreme Court as chief judge of 
United States Emergency Court of Appeals, March 2, 1942; resigned May 27, 1943; 
director of Office Economic Stablization, May 28, 1943-March 4, 1945; appointed director 
of Offtce War Mobilization and Reconversion, April 2, 1945; appointed secretary of 
Treasurer July 23, 1945. He was nominated Chief Justice of the United States by Presi- 
dent Truman, confirmed by the Senate on June 20, 1946 and took his seat June 24, 1946.

Mr. Justice Hugo L. Black, of the United States Supreme Court was born in Harland, 
Clay County, Alabama on February 27, 1886; son of William La Fayette and Martha 
Ardellah (Toland). 


He was educated in the public schools of Ashland, Alabama; LL.B. University of 
Alabama, 1906. 


He began practice at Birmingham, 1907; served as police judge eighteen months, 
1910-11; solicitor (prosecuting attorney) Jefferson County, Alabama, 1915-17; in general 
practice, Birmingham, 1919-27; United States Senator from Alabama, two terms, 1927- 
39; appointed Associate Justice, United States Supreme Court, August 1937; entered 
2nd O.T.C., Fort Oglethorpe, Georgia, August 3, 1917; commanding Captain F.A.; 
served in 81st Field Artillery and as adjutant 19th Artillery Brigade.

ASSOCIATE JUSTICE STANLEY REED 


Mr. Justice Stanley Reed, of the United States Supreme Court, was born in Mason 
County, Kentucky, on December 31, 1884; son of Dr. John A. and Frances (Norman). 


He secured degree of A.B. from Kentucky Wesleyan College, 1902; LL.D. 1941; A.B. 
Yale, 1906 (Bennett prize), LL.D. 1938; studied law, University of Paris, 1909-10; 
LL.D. Columbia, 1940; University of Kentucky, 1940; LL.D. University of Louisville, 
1947. He was admitted to the Kentucky bar in 1910. 


He was member of the law firm Browning, Reed and Zeigler, formerly counsel of 
Burley Tobacco Growers Cooperative Association; general counsel Federal Farm Board, 
1929-32; general R.F.C. December 1932-March 1935; formerly special assistant to the 
Attorney General solicitor general of United States, March 23, 1935-January 31, 1938; 
presented for the United States in the Supreme Court many cases; he is Associate Justice 
since 1938; chairman of President Committee on Civil Service Improvement, 1939-41; 
he was member of Kentucky legislature, 1912-16; formerly director Commodity Credit 
Corporation, trustee Export-Import Bank of Washington, D. C. He is member of Federal 
Board of Hospitalization; served as First Lieutenant United States Army, 1918; counselor - 
of American Red Cross; member of American and Kentucky State Bar Associations ; 
American Law Institute; Sons of Colonial War, S.A.R. Delta Phi. Democrat. Protestant.

ASSOCIATE JUSTICE FELIX FRANKFURTER 


Mr. Justice Felix Frankfurter, of the United States Supreme Court, was born in Vienna, 
Austria on November 15, 1882; son of Leopold and Emma (Winter). 


He was brought to United States, 1894; attending College of City of New York, 
graduating with A.B. in 1902; LL.B. Harvard, 1906; D.C.L. University of Oxford, 1939; 
LL.D. Amherst, 1940; College of City of New York, 1947. 


He was Assistant United States attorney, Southern District of New York, 1906-10; 
law officer, Bureau of Insular Affairs, War Department, 1911-14; professor, Harvard 
Law School, 1914-39; George Eastman visiting professor, Oxford University, 1933-34; 
Major and Judge Advisor O.R.C. United States Army; assistant to Secretary of War, also 
secretary and counsel to the President’s Mediation Commission; assistant to Secretary of 
Labor, 1917-18; chairman War Labor Policies Board, 1918; declined Governor Ely’s 
nomination to Massachusetts, Supreme Judicial Court, June 1932; nominated associate 
justice of Supreme Court of United States by President Roosevelt, January 5, 1939; con- 
firmed by Senate January 17, 1939; took office January 5, 1939. Author of many cases of 
Labor, Criminal law and many other articles.

Mr. Justice William O. Douglas of the United States Supreme Court was born in 
Maine, Minnesota on October 16, 1898; son of William and Julia Bickford (Fisk).

He practiced law New York City, 1925-27; member of the law 
faculty, Columbia, 1925-28; Yale, 1928-34; bankruptcy studies, Yale Institute Human 
Relations and United States Department Commerce, 1929-32; secretary of committee. on 
Business of Federal Courts, National commission on Law Observance and Enforcement 
1930-32; director Protective Committee study, Securities and Exchange Commission, 
Washington, D. C. 1934-36; Commissioner and chairman, 1936-39; nominated associate 
Justice of United States Supreme Court by President Roosevelt March 20, 1939; con- 
firmed by Senate April 4, 1939; served as private in United States Army, fall of 1918.

University, Brooklyn, New York, 1938; New Mexico State College, Louisiana State

accept appointment of governor general of Philippines; United States high commissioner 
to Philippines, 1935-36; elected governor of State of Michigan, 1936; appointed Attorney 
General of United States, 1939; appointed associate justice United States Supreme Court, 
January 1940; served as 1st Lieutenant Infantry, United States Army, A.E.F. and with 
Army of Occupation in Germany, World War I; president of United States Association 
of Mayors, 1933. Democrat. Catholic.

ASSOCIATE JUSTICE ROBERT H. JACKSON 


Mr. Justice Robert H. Jackson, of the United States Supreme Court was born in Spring

acting dean, 1930-31, dean School of Law, 1931-35; professor of law and dean, College 
of Law, State University of Iowa, 1935-39; associate justice, United States Court of 
Appeals tor District of Columbia, 1939-43.

Laws, 1931-35; for Iowa, 1937-43; member of board of trustees, Washington College 
of Law, Washington, D. C. 1941-43.

Honorable Charles Evans Hughes was born at

and A.M. degree in 1884 (LL.D. degree in 1906), 
LL.B. degree at Columbia University in 1884, and 
was admitted to the New York bar in the same year; 
received the prize fellowship, Columbia Law School, 
1884-87. He received the LL.D. degree at Columbia, 
Knox and Lafayette, 1907; Union and Colgate, 1908; 
George Washington, 1909; Williams College, Har- 
vard and University of Pennsylvania, 1910; Yale, 
1915; University of . Michigan, 1922; Dartmouth, 
1923; Amherst, Princeton and University of State of 
New York, 1924; Pennsylvania Military College, 
1928; D.C.L. degree at New York University, 1928; 
Doctor Honoris Causa, University of Brussels and 
University of Louvain, 1924, 

Justice Hughes was in the practice of law in New 
York from 1884 to 1891 and 1893 to 1906; professor 
of law, 1891-93; special lecturer, 1893-95, at Cornell, 
and at New York Law School from 1893 to 1900. 
He was counsel for the Stevens Gas Commission 
(New York Legislature), 1905; counsel for Arm- 
strong Insurance Company (New York Legislature),

On June 10th, 1916, Justice Hughes was nominated for President of the United States in 
the Republican National Convention, and resigned from the Supreme Court the same day. He 
received 254 electoral votes for the Presidency, November 7th, 1916, as against 277 for Wood- 
row Wilson, Democrat. 

Justice Hughes was a member of the law firm of Hughes, Rounds, Schurman and Dwight, 
New York, 1917 to 1921 and 1925 to 1930; secretary of state in cabinets of Presidents Harding 
and Coolidge, March 4th, 1921 to March 4th, 1925; commissioner plenipotentiary for the 
United States International Conference on Limitation of Armament, Washington, November 
12th, 1921, and served as chairman of same; appointed by President Coolidge as a member of 
Permanent Court of Arbitration, The Hague, September 30th, 1926 (resigned in 1930); chair- 
man of the United States delegation to sixth Pan-American Conference, Havana, Cuba, January 
and February, 1928; United States delegate to Pan-American Conference on Arbitration and 
Conciliation, Washington, D. C., 1928-29; elected by Council and Assembly of League of 
Nations as Judge of Permanent Court of International Justice in 1928, resigned in February 
1930; appointed by President Hoover as Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of the United 
States, on February 3rd, 1930, confirmed by Senate on February 13th, 1930, and retired in 1941. 

He served as special ambassador to Brazilian Centenary Celebration, Rio de Janeiro, 1922; 
chairman of New York State Reorganization Commission, 1926; President of Guatemala-Hon- 
duras Atbitral Tribunal, 1932: fellow of Brown University; honorary trustee of the University 
of Chicago; chairman of the Draft Appeals Board, New York City, 1917-18; special assistant 
to attorney general in charge of aircraft inquiry in 1918. He was awatded the Roosevelt medal 
in 1928, for developing public and international law.

SCOTT M. LOFTIN 


Scott M. Loftin of Jacksonville, Florida, 58th 
president of the American Bar Association, was 
born in Montgomery, Alabama, on September

founded the Pensacola Journal in 1887 and con- 
tinued as its editor and published until his death 
in 1899.

He was ap- 
pointed by the governor, in 1904, as county 
prosecuting attorney, which office, by succes- 
sive re-election, he filled for 13 years. 


In 1917, Mr. Loftin formed a connection with 
the interests of the late Henry M. Flager, which 
brought about his change of residence of Jack- 
sonvile. On the death of William A. Blount (at 
that time president of the American Bar As- 
sociation and the only other Floridian to hold 
that high office) he succeeded him as general 
counsel for the Flagler Interests, the largest 
combination of interests under a single head in 
Florida. These interests included: Florida East 
Coast Railway, Florida East Coast Hotel Com- 
pany, Model Land Company and _ associated 
land companies, Florida East Coast Car Ferry 
Company, West Palm Beach Water Company, 
The Record Company, the Flagler Trust, etc. He 
is also general counsel for the Peninsular and 
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Occidental Steamship Company and the Gulf 
Life Insurance Company. 


He is the senior member of Loftin, Anderson, 
Scott McCarthy and Preston, one of the leading 
law firms of the South, with offices in Miami, 
Florida, which firm represents a large clientele 
of diversified interests; also senior member of 
Loftin and Wahl, with offices in Jacksonville, 
Florida, also with a large and varied practice. 


Mr. Loftin is a director of the Florida State 
Chamber of Commerce, past governor of the 
Florida District, Kiwanis International, and a 
member of numerous fraternal and civic organ- 
izations, including the Masonic orders and the 
college fraternities Phi Beta Kappa, Blue Key, 
Phi Delta Phi, Alpha Tau Omega’ and Omicron 
Delta Kappa.

FRANKLYN SNYDER RICHARDS 


Franklin Snyder Richards (deceased). Born 
in Salt Lake City, Utah, June 20, 1849, the 
son of Franklin Dewey Richards and Jane 
Snyder, who came to the Salt Lake Valley the 
year before.

Following, 
he formed a partnership with his son, Joseph T. 
Richards. He was also in partnership with 
Charles Varian as Richards and Varian, later, 
with Edward S. Ferry under the name of Rich- 
ards, Richards & Ferry. Following that he was 
in partnership with Daniel Hamer and _ his 
grandson, Frank S. Richards, under the firm 
name of Richards, Richards & Hamer. 

He was general counsel for the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-Day Saints from 1880 to 
the day of his death. During the prosecutions 
of polygamy under the Edmund’s Tucker Act of 
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Congress, he represented the defendants in the 
territorial courts and the Supreme Court of the 
United States. 


He represented the Church in suits brought 
by the government to escheat church property. 
He represented the church when settlement was 
made in the estate of Brigham Young for the 
benefit of the church. He was responsible for 
incorporating the various Bishops of _ the 
church as corporations sole. He, with A. F. 
Doremus, was the drafter of Utah’s first irri- 
gation code of 1903. 


While a member of the bar he represented 
many clients, including The American Smelting 
and Refining Company, Utah Gas & Coke Com- 
pany, Zions Cooperative Mercantile Institu- 
tion. 


He was a member of the upper house of 
Utah Legislature for two terms. As president 
of the Legislature Council, he appointed the 
committee that drafted the first Utah Free 
School Law.

HON. FRANCIS ARTHUR GARRECHT 


Honorable Francis Arthur Garrecht is son of 
the Far West. He was born in Walla Walla, 
Washington, on September 11, 1897. His parents 
were Daniel and Caroline Garrecht, both of 
whom had come to this country from their na- 
tive Germany. 


His education was received in Walla Walla, 
first at St. Patrick’s Academy, next at La Salle 
Institute, and finally at Whitman College, 
which counts among its alumni other distin- 
guished member of the federal judiciary. He 
studied law under the direction of the two ablest 
lawyers in Walla Walla, George T. Thompson 
and Judge John Sharpstein. These studies were 
supplemented by practical experience as deputy 
clerk in the local superior court, a position 
which he occupied from his twentieth to his 
twenty-fourth year. On his birthday in 1945, 
after thorough examination by a board of 
three attorneys appointed by the court, he was 
admitted to the practice of law, by Judge Upton 
of the Superior Court. 

The first twenty years of his professional life 
was spent in private practice in Walla Walla. 
He was especially devoted to justice for races 
which suffer discrimination even in America 
and the result was that he soon became known 
as a ready friend in court for all such litigants. 
He wrote many articles against oppressive 
monopolies and the exploitation of the laboring 
classes. He served as representative from his 
district and as minority leader, in the lower 
house of the Washington Legislature. He was 
appointed United States attorney of the Eastern 
District of Washington at Spokane; office he 
served for eight years. He returned to private 
practice with E. P. Twohy. He was appointed to 
the Circuit Court of Appeals on March 4, 1933, 
when he was named by President Roosevelt to 
succeed the late Judge Frank H. Rudkin; he be- 
came senior circuit judge in May 11, 1945. 
In the fourteen years that he was on the court, 
Judge Garrecht has written approximately 500 
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Opinions, including dissents on all kinds of 
cases. 


In addition to the Whitman College degree, 
Judge Garrecht has received other academic 
honors. Among these were the DeSmet medal 
from Gonzaga University in Spokane, for out- 
standing service to Church and State, and the 
degree of the Doctor of Laws from the Univer- 
sity of San Francisco. 


He married Miss Frances T. Lyons on No- 
vember 23, 1898. The home which they founded 
was to be blessed by five children and to be the 
central interest in his life. 


He was a State Democratic Committeeman 
from Spokane County. He was of the Catholic 
faith.

He made frequent trips to Spo- 
kane, which was still his home. Judge Garrecht 
died in 1948.

Russell Duane was born in the rectory of 
Trinity parish, Swedesborough, New Jersey, on 
June 15, 1866, the son of Charles William and 
Helen Frances Duane. He was a direct descend- 
ant of Benjamin Franklin, founder of the Ameri- 
can Philosophical Society.

(Wild Bill) 
William Joseph Donovan, son of Timothy 


and Anna (Lennon), was born in Buffalo, New 
York, on January 1, 1883. 


He was educated at St. Joseph’s Collegiate 
Institute, Buffalo, Niagara and Columbia Uni- 
versities; received the degree, A.B. at the last. 
He graduated from Columbia Law School in 
1907 with a LL.B.; was admitted to the New 
York bar. 


He began the practice of his profession in 
Buffalo as an associate in the law firm of Love 
& Keating. In 1912 he formed a partnership 
with Bradley Goodyear; later merged with 
O’Brien & Hamlin; upon Hamlin’s withdrawal 
became O'Brian, Donovan & Goodyear; firm 
was dissolved in 1920; partnership of Donovan 
& Goodyear was resumed; in 1923 Donovan, 
Raichle & Depew. 


His military career began in 1912 when he 
enlisted with his troop for nine months on the 
Rio Grande border when trouble with Mexico 
threatened in 1916. In the World War I he was 
assistant chief of staff of the 27th Division of 
New York National Guard, later became major 
and brigade adjutant of the 51st brigade. When 
the 42nd Rainbow Division was formed, he 
was assigned to the 165th Infantry and subse- 
quently was Colonel of the Fighting 69th. He 
was in active service overseas for 21 months 
and was thrice wounded in action. His methods 
of training his troops were unique and exacting; 
he set his men such an aggressive example of 
vigor and spirit that they called him “Wild 
Bill” but he contended impatiently that he was 
not a reckless type but the nickname stuck. He 
received the Congressional Medal of Honor; 
the Distinguished Service Medal and Distin- 
guished Service Cross; being one of the only 
two Americans to receive those three decorations 
in World War I. He was made officer of the 
Legion of Honor of France; received the Croix 


de Guerre with star and palm from France; the 
Croce al Merito di Guerra from Italy. 


In 1922 he accepted the appointment as United 
States District Attorney for western New York; 
politically he was a liberal Republican. Presi- 
dent Coolidge in 1924 appointed him Assistant 
Attorney General in charge of the Criminal 
Division of the Department of Justice, and in 
less than a year he was made the Assistant to the 
Attorney General. Mr. Donovan was the 1932 
Republican candidate for the Governor of New 
York but was defeated in the Democratic land- 
slide that swept Franklin D. Roosevelt into the 
White House and made Herbert F. Lehman, 
Governor. 


During the troubled thirties his interest in 
international affairs took him first to Ethopia 
as an impartial observer and later to Spain for 
the Spanish conflict; he became one of the first 
Americans to recognize the changes taking place 
in the techniques of waging modern warfare, By 
executive order an agency of the Coordinator 
of Information in 1941 was organized, one of 
the most important instruments for our success- 
ful prosecution of the war; by another executive 
order the title was changed to the Office of 
Strategic Service or more widely known as O.S:S. 
and General Donovan was made director. His 
organization played an important part for the 
conclusion of the War with the Axis; operatives 
behind the enemy lines. 


On April 12, 1943, he was called to active 
duty by the Army and promoted to Brigadier 
General and on November 10, 1944 was pro- 
moted to Major General. He was decorated with 
an Oak Leaf cluster to his Distinguished Service 
Medal by President Truman; from France re- 
ceived rank of Commander of the Legion of 
Honor and the Croix de Guerre with Palm; 
Belgium awarded him the Legion of Honor of 
the Order of Leopold with rank of. Commander 
and the Belgian Croix de Guerre with Palm; 
Great Britain awarded him the Most Excellent 
Order of the British Empire, degree of Honor- 
ary Knight Commander (KBE) and Pope Pius 
XII conferred upon him Papal Lateran Medal 
and Knight of the Order of St. Sylvester. 


General Donovan returned to his law practice 
in December, 1945, as member of the firm of 
Donovan, Leisure, Newton, Lumbard & Irvine, 
offices in New York, Washington and Buffalo. 


He is a member of the American Bar Associ- 
ation, the New York State Bar Association, 
the Erie County Bar Association; the Associ- 
ation of the Bar of the City of New York; the 
American Legion and the Phi Kappa Psi and 
Phi Delta Phi Fraternities.

He was secretary of Senate Democratic 
caucus from 1913 to 1917; Democratic confer- 
ence nominee for President pro tempore of the 
Senate for the Sixty-sixth, Sixty-seventh, Sixty- 
eighth, Sixty-ninth, Seventieth, and Seventy- 
second Congresses; secretary of committee on 
platform and resolutions of Democratic Nation- 
al Convention of 1928; selected by convention 
to officially notify Governor Alfred E. Smith 
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of his nomination as candidate of the Demo- 
cratic Party for President of the United States; 
elected president pro tempore of the Senate on 
March 9, 1933; appointed by the President of 
the United States as a delegate to the Mone- 
tary and Economic Conference held in London 
on JunesZjg1933.

JOHN GRAVER JOHNSON 


As we revert in thought to the last half-cen- 
tury of the history of the Philadelphia bar, and 
summon before our mental vision the forms of 
those who were then its leaders, we recognize as 
the one which towers above them all, that of 
the late John G. Johnson. Mr. Johnson, in his 
day and generation, was the most commanding 
legal figure in the United States, and his rec- 
ord, which is one of the most cherished pos- 
sessions of the bar of his native city, is also a 
source of just and laudable pride to the great 
body of his fellow citizens. 


John Graver Johnson was born in 1842, in 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. He received a com- 
mon school education, graduating from the Cen- 
tral High School, and subsequently entered the 
office of Benjamin Rush, Esq. On the retirement 
of Mr. Rush from active professional work, Mr. 
Johnson remained in the office of his brother, 
J. Murray Rush, Esq., who died in 1862. Wil- 
liam F, Judson, Esq., occupied the offices with 
Mr. Rush, and while in these offices Mr. John- 
son studied law, graduating in 1863 from the 
University Law School. His home was at Chest- 
nut Hill. 

Before attaining his majority, Mr. Johnson 
had fully prepared himself for admission to the 
bar, and was examined in the summer of 1862, 
He at once secured clients, but being under 
age placed his name without the title on his 
office sign until February 7, 1863, when having 
been sworn as a member of the bar, he caused 
the words, “Attorney at Law,” to be added on 
the window of No. 708 Walnut Street. Mr. 
Judson’s health soon became impaired and the 
business of the office largely developed upon 
Mr. Johnson, and early in 1870 the death of 
Mr. Judson left him entirely alone. Mr. Judson 
had been legal advisor of the Pennsyivania 
Company for insurances on lives and granting 
annuities. This was the oldest trust company 
in the United States, and had greatly enlarged 
the scope of the business implied in its name. 


As executors and trustees they had control 
of many large estates, their business being of 
great variety and importance. Their legal affairs 
were conducted differently from those of other 
similar companies, in that their counsel was 
made the special adviser of each estate held by 
them, and in this way their business brought to 
their counsel a gteat number of clients. The 
ability of Mr. Johnson had been recognized by 
this company through his acting for Mr. Jud- 
son, and so highly was he esteemed by the man- 
agers that, although still in his twenties, he was 
at once selected as Mr. Judson’s successor. 
During the ensuing forty-five years he was a 
leader in his profession, engaged in the most 
important litigations arising in his city, state 
and country. 

It would be impossible to give even an out- 
line of his important cases or their extent. They 
included that of the Northern Securities Com- 
pany, one of the great events in the recent legal 
history of the United States. His extraordinary 
strength before the courts was realized by the 
entire bar. It lay not only in his cogency and 
vigorous power of accurate reasoning, but in the 
fact that the courts felt absolute trust in the fi- 
delity of his presentation of his cases. It was 
possible for him to adapt himself readily to the 
short time allowed to counsel under the rules 
of court, his power to see the crucial points in 
a case rendering him willing to ignore the 
minor issues. 


The relation of Mr. Johnson to the bar was 
no less unusual than his great talent. It has 
been said, and with truth, that no one ever at- 
tained to leadership so free from jealousy of 
his brothers of the bar, or who possessed more 
thoroughly their respect and admiration. 


In 1915 the University of Pennsylvania con- 
ferred upon Mr. Johnson the degree of Doctor 
of Laws. He might have become Attorney Gen- 
eral of the United States, and he was urged to 
accept the highest honor to which a lawyer can 
attain in this country, a place on the Bench of 
the Supreme Court of the United States. This 
was offered to him when he had reached an 
age at which many men feel a desire to avoid 
the forensic duties of the lawyer and to secure 
the comparative repose of a judicial life. Not 
only was the appointment offered to him, but 
he received the most unusual evidence of the 
professional estimate of his fitness, when two 
of the most eminent men then on the Supreme 
Bench went to Philadelphia and urged his ac- 
ceptance. It is, perhaps, to be regretted that 
their efforts failed. The only office he ever 
held was the minor one of a commissioner of 
Fairmount Park. 

Close and untiring as was Mr. Johnson's de- 
votion to his profession, he had another great 
interest which was also of special value to his 
fellow-men and was pursued with absolutely no 
desire for personal reputation or notoriety. In 
his thorough knowledge of the entire body of 
early and modern painters he was equalled by 
no man not an artist, and by few of those 
either in the United States or in Europe. His 
devotion to art was inspired not by the wish to 
adorn his walls with rare paintings, but with the 
far-reaching purpose to secure for this new 
country the means of educating her people 
in a realm created in the atmosphere of the old- 
er civilizations of the world. His collection of 
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paintings by the great masters astounded those 
who were so fortunate as to see it, and a cata- 
logue, privately published by him, shows the 
marvelous extent and value of his efforts, which 
covered a period of over forty years. His one 
recreation was the study and purchase of fa- 
mous pictures. 

The death of Mr. Johnson, which occurred 
April 14, 1917, deprived the legal fraternity of 
Philadelphia of one who had long been its 
brightest ornament and took from the commun- 
ity one of its leading and most public-spirited 
citizens. To his native city, Mr. Johnson left a 
-gift of about one thousand, three hundred 
works of art which were officially estimated for 
purposes of taxation at $4,400,000. He also left 
the additional fund of $2,000,000 for the main- 
tenance of the exhibition, and gave his house at 
Nowa 10 =south Broad Street; the old~ Darley 
mansion, as a home for the wonderful collec- 
tion. 

John G. Johnson began his career at the bar 
while Meredith, Price, Wharton, McCall, 
Campbell, Biddle, Cuyler, Rawle, McMurtrie, 
Bispham, and other well-known lawyers were in 
active practice and even Binney was still alive. 
Sharswood and Hare were on the local Bench: 
Grier, Cadwalader and McKennan were on the 
Federal Bench. Mr. Johnson, in his fifty years 
and upward of active work, witnessed a vast 
change in all the standards of professional life, 
but he brought down many of its noblest tradi- 
tions, and he stands in history as one of the 
colossal figures of the American bar.

Justice Cardozo served as justice of the Su- 
preme Court of New York for the term of 
1914-28; designated to serve as judge of the 
Court of Appeals by Governor Glynn, on Feb- 
ruary 2, 1914; appointed to permanent court 
by Governor Whitman on January 15, 1917; 
elected for full term as associate judge of Court 
of Appeals in 1917; elected for full term as 
chief judge of Court of Appeals, 1927; ap- 
pointed associate justice of the Supreme Court 
of the United States on February 15, 1932, 
which office he continued to hold. 

He was author of “Jurisdiction of New York 
Court of Appeals,’ 1909; “The Nature of the 
Judicial Process,’ 1921; “The Growth of the 
Law,” 1924; ‘““The Paradoxes of Legal Science,” 
1928; “Law and Literature and Other Essays,” 
1931. 

At the time of his death, Justice Cardozo was 
a member of the Manhattan Club, Columbia 
University Club, and the Century Club (New 
York. He was a Hebrew and was unmarried.

He spent his early days on a farm near Wood- 
bury; was graduated from the first class of three 
pupils in Woodbury High School in 1884; from 
the University of Pennsylvania Law School in 
1887; was immediately admitted to practice in 
Pennsylvania and New Jersey, having served his 
clerkship here with Garrison & French, with 
whom he thereafter practiced, becoming coun- 
sellor in 1890.

He was a member of 
the Camden Association from 1890 on; also of 
the Atlantic Association from its formation. He 
had a genius for friendship as is attested by the 
breadth of his associations, including the Cam- 
den Club, the Union League of Philadelphia, 
and Sons of the Revolution. He was member of 
Christ Church in Woodbury. 


In 1926 he formed with his son-in-law, Joseph 
J. Summerill, Jr., the firm of Starr, Summerill 
& Lloyd; withdrew from court work in 1933, 
but continued as senior counsel in the office. He 
was a splendid preceptor and brought many 
successful practitioners to the bar, three of them 
being added io his firm in 1933. 

Judge Starr was treasurer of the New Jersey 
State Bar Association from 1906 until he died 


of a heart attack at his home in Woodbury, 
Gloucester County, New Jersey, on November 
3, 1934. 

At the time he died, Judge Starr was regarded 
as one of the leaders of the Camden bar and as 
one of the State’s foremost lawyers. He was a 
brilliant advocate and sound advisor constantly 
devoted to his profession, and displaying execu- 
tive power of a high order. In him they found 
ideal expression. 

He is survived by his son and partner, Lewis 
Abbott Starr, and by two daughters, Mrs. J. J. 
Summerill, Jr., of Woodbury and Mrs. Charles 
A. Johnson of Montclair. 


CHARLES B. STUART 


Charles B. Stuart was born on April 4, 1857, 
in Virginia. His father was John W. and he was 
named after an uncle Charles B. Stuart: Now 
deceased. 


He was admitted to the bar in 1880. Judge 
Stuart moved to Oklahoma in 1893, after ap- 
pointment by President Cleveland as a United 
States Judge for the old Indian Territory. He 
resigned his federal post in 1895 and resumed 
the practice of law. 

Most of his cases were of a civil nature, but 
from time to time, he appeared as chief of the 
defense in murder trials. Three of the most 
famous cases in Oklahoma’s history are ones that 
Judge Stuart participated in and was chief coun- 
sel. Two of these cases involved millions of dol- 
lars and centered around Charles Page, a Tulsa 
oil pioneer and the other one, the Black Panther 
Oil and Gas Company. These two cases were 
won by Judge Stuart before the United States 
Supreme Court. 

He was first president of the Oklahoma Bar 
Association and in 1935 was again elected to 
the same office. 

For avocation he preferred fishing trips into 
the north, as far as Canada. He has seven living 
children, four boys and three girls. Two of his 
boys have become bankers. 
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CHARLES ANDERSON BOSTON 


Charles Anderson Boston, LL.B. (University 
of Maryland, 1886), LL.D. (Ibid, 1931), died 
at his home in New York City, on March 8, 
195). 


Mr. Boston was born in Baltimore on August 
31, 1863; the son of John Edwin Hines Boston 
and Cecilia Guyton Boston. His maternal grand- 
father had been high sheriff of Harford County, 
Maryland, and his ancestors on both sides had 
settled in Virginia and Maryland in the seven- 
teenth century. 

Educated privately in Baltimore and at Balti- 
more City College. For some years he attended 
Johns Hopkins University. He determined to 
study law and apprenticed himself to the late 
John Prentice Poe, attorney general of Maryland. 
He then studied at the law school of the Uni- 
versity of Maryland and was admitted to the 
bar in that state in 1886. He came to New York 
with Charles Poe in 1888 and shortly afterward 
formed the law firm of Baldwin & Boston with 
William Woodward Baldwin. The firm dissolved 
when Mr. Baldwin became 3rd assistant secretary 
of state under President Clevland, and Mr. 
Boston joined the legal staff of the Title Guaran- 
tee and Trust Company. 

In 1901 he became associated with the firm 
of Hornblower, Byrne, Miller & Potter. He re- 
mained a member of that firm and its successors 
until the date of his death, when the firm was 
known as Miller, Boston & Owen. Many of his 
partners occupied public office and enjoyed 
public recognition—Governor Nathan L. Miller 
of New York, Chairman of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission Mark W. Potter, Secretary 
of War Lindley M. Garrison, to name only a few, 
but Mr. Boston’s nearest approach to public 
life was when he was impelled to decline 
appointinent to the Circuit Court of Appeals by 
the then President Taft. 

He was president of the American Bar Associ- 
ation in 1931-32 after having served as its vice- 
president and member of its General Council,

as chairman of its Conference of Delegates, as 
chairman of its Committees on Aviation Law, 
Publicity, Supplements to the Canons of Profes- 
sional Ethics and others. He was draftsman of 
the Supplement and also, with Chief Justice 
Taft and Mr. Justice Sutherland, of its Canons 
of Judicial Ethics. 

Mr. Boston had been president, also, of the 
American Society of Medical Jurisprudence, of 
the New York Maryland Society, of the Alumni 
of Johns Hopkins University in New York and 
New Jersey, and chairman of the Board of 
Directors of the New York Society of Medical 
Jurisprudence. He was a founder and member 
of the Council of the American Judicature 
Society and of the American Law ‘Institute. 

At the time of his death Mr. Boston was a 
member of the Century and Recess Clubs and 
the Seabright Beach Club at Seabright, New 
Jersey, where he had for many years maintained 
a summer home. 

Mr. Boston married Ethel Lyon in Orange, 
New Jersey, in 1900. His son Lyon Boston 
survives. 


HONORABLE GEORGE S. RAMSEY 


Honorable George S. Ramsey, was born at 
Viola, Tennessee, on August 18, 1874, the son 
of George W. and Elizabeth. Now deceased. 


He attended the public schools and high 
school. His legal education was obtained in a 
law office. 

Mr. Ramsey was admitted to the Tennessee 
bar in 1896. He moved to Oklahoma and was a 
member of the law firm of Ramsey, De Meules, 
Martin & Logan, at Tulsa, Oklahoma. He was 
Justice of the Oklahoma Supreme Court in 
1920. He was a member of the Oklahoma State 
Bar Association, and American Bar Association. 

He belonged to the Tulsa Club, and the Mus- 
kogee Town and Country Club. 

He was married to Earline Young, of Wart- 
race, Tennessee, on November 30, 1898, and 
they had one daughter, Margaret E. 


FRANCIS RAWLE 


Francis Rawle, youngest child of Francis W. 
and Louisa (Hall), was born at Freedom Forge, 
Mifflin County, Pennsylvania, August 17, 1846. 
Deceased. 


Mr. Rawle’s family was directly descended 
from the Rawle family, Lords of. Tresparret and 
other manors seated on the north coast of Corn- 
wall, near the ancient harbor of Boscastle. The 
estate was the home of the Rawles in the fif- 
teenth century. Francis Rawle, the first, was a 
member of the Society of Friends, Cornwall, 
England, and suffered much persecution; so in 
order to escape these serious annoyances, ar- 
ranged with William Penn for 2,500 acres to 
be laid out in the Province of Pennsylvania; 
came to this country in 1686. He and his family 
settled in Plymouth Township, Philadelphia, 
now Montgomery County, on the banks of the 
Schuylkill, below the present site of Morris- 
town, the tract being known as that of the 
Plymouth Friends. 


Mr. Rawle was graduated with the highest 
class honors from Harvard University, class of 
1869, and the same year began the study of law 
in the office of his cousin, William Henry 
Rawle, of the Philadelphia bar. He entered Har- 
vard Law School in 1870, and was graduated, 
LL.B., class of 1871; took his A.M. at Harvard. 
He was admitted to the Philadelphia bar, No- 
vember 11, 1871. 


He began his practice in Philadelphia, where 
he continued all his life. In 1876, he became 
librarian of The Library of the Law Association 
of Philadelphia, holding the office of Secretary 
until 1894, and was instrumental in building up 
the library until it became one of the foremost 
law libraries. 


In 1878, at the organization of the American 
Bar Association at Saratoga Springs, Mr. Rawle 
was elected secretary of the Conference, and 
afterward treasurer of the Association, to which 
office he was reelected in 1903. In 1887, he was 
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a delegate from the American Bar Association 
to the London Conference of the Association for 
the Reform and Codification of the Law of 
Nations, and was. made a member of the Execu- 
tive Committee. In 1900 he attended the banquet 
given by the English Bar to the American Bar 
and proposed the regular toast “To Bench and 
Bar of England.” 


In 1883, and again in 1897, he edited new 
editions of Bouvier’s Law Dictionary, also partly 
rewrote it, making large and important add- 
itions. He also wrote a great deal for the legal 
journals, and in 1885 prepared and read before 
the American Bar Association, a paper on “Car 
Trust Securities.” 


Mr. Rawle was married November 25, 187.., 
to Margaretta C. Aertsen, who died in 1894. They 
were the parents of five children: James Aertsen, 
born August 29, 1874 (died August 31, 1893); 
Francis, born February 19, 1876; Persifer Frazer, 
born February 19, 1878 (died February 22 
1882); Russell Davenport, born Feruary 15, 
1882 (died August 4, 1882); and Harry Romeyn, 
born October 8, 1883. 


HARRISON TWEED 


Harrison Tweed was born October 18, 1885, 
at New York City, New York; son of Charles 
Harrison and Helen Minerva (Evarts). 

Received his early education at St. Mark’s 
School, Southborough, Massachusetts, 1899-1903; 
his preparatory education at Harvard College, 
receiving the A.B. degree in 1907; and his legal 
education at Harvard Law School, receiving 
his LL.B degree in 1910. 

Mr. Tweed became associated with the law 
firm of Byrne & Cutch in 1910; member of 
successor firm of Byrne, Cutcheson & Taylor 
in 1916, and successor firm of Humes, Buck, 
Smith & Tweed. In 1921 he became a partner 
in the firm of Murray, Prentice & Aldrich, 
which is now the firm of Milbank, Tweed, 
Hope & Webb, with offices at 15 Broad Street, 
New York City, New York. 

He is a trustee of the Twentieth Century 
Fund, a trustee of Sarah Lawrence College; 
president of the Legal Aid Society of New 
York; chairman of the American Bar Associa- 
tion Committee on Legal Aid Work; member of 
legal advisory committee of National Commit- 
tee on Federal Legislation for Birth Control.

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WALLACE TREVOR HOLLIDAY 


W. T. Holliday, president of The Standard 
Oil Company (Ohio), was born in Cleveland 
on Match 10, 1884. He attended Western Reserve 
(1901-04) and Cornell (A.B., 1905) Universities, 
and the Harvard Law School (LL.B., 1908). 


In 1908, Mr. Holliday began the practice of 
law in Cleveland, entering the law firm of 
Kline, Tolles & Goff, who were then the attor- 
neys for the Standard Oil interests in the central 
states. 


In those days John D. Rockefeller spent his 
summers at his home in Forest Hills in Cleve- 
land. Whenever papers came on from New York, 
through the Cleveland attorneys, for Mr. Rocke- 
feller’s signature, it was Mr. Holliday as the 
young cub of the office who took them out to 
Forest City and acted as notary public. Thus the 
young lawyer came to know Mr. Rockefeller, 
and a friendship developed that continued over 
some 28 years until Mr. Rockefeller’s death. 


Not long after he met Mr. Rockefeller, Mr. 
Holliday launched forth with his own law firm 
of Holliday, Grossman & McAfee. He was 
attorney for various oil-producing, pipe-line, 
refining, and marketing companies, and in 1917, 
while continuing in general practice, he became 
general counsel for The Standard Oil Company 
(Ohio), the original unit of the Standard Oil 
empire. 

He was elected president of Standard Oil of 
Ohio in April, 1928. He took over a company 
that was not doing too well, and lifted it into 
one of the leaders in the field. Once confined 
to refining and marketing, SOHIO has rapidly 
become an integrated company by adding ex- 
tensive production, gathering, and transportation 
systems of its own. It is the largest refiner and 
marketer of petroleum products in the area it 
serves, and it operates the largest fleet of oil 
barges on‘the Ohio and Mississippi Rivers. Its 
sales in 1928 were $44,000,000; in 1947 they 
were about $194,000,000. 


In March of 1946, Mr. Holliday attended the 
Rollins College Conference on World Govern- 
ment, at Winter Park, Florida. This small 
gathering of eminent scientists, churchmen, 
authors, men in public affairs, and industrialists 
issued “An Appeal to the Peoples of the World,” 
on behalf of a federal World Government 
limited to the prevention of war, that was one 
of the pioneer statements in the movement and 
that attracted wide attention. 

Since that time, Mr. Holliday has continued 
to champion the movement widely and vigor- 
ously at every opportunity. In 1947 he wrote a 
long article on the subject, entitled “Our Num- 
ber One Job: World Peace,’ which in January 
of 1948 was privately published in a booklet. 
In the same month, The Reader's Digest pub- 
lished a condensation of that article as its lead 
feature-—thus spreading his convictions before 
the 9,000,000 readers of the American edition 
of the Digest and the 1,000,000 readers of the 
Digest’s 13 foreign-language editions the world 
over. Mr. Holliday is one of the eight national 
vice-presidents of the leading organization in 
the movement, the United World Federalists, 
Inc. 

Among his past activities have been the 
following: president, Great Lakes Exposition, 
Cleveland, 1937; member, Petroleum Code 
Authority (N.R.A.), 1933-35; member, Petro- 
leum Industry War Council, 1941-1945; presi-

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RUBY R. VALE 


Among nationally known lawyers of Pennsyl- 
vania must be numbered Ruby R. Vale of Phila- 
delphia, whose legal works are used by the pro- 
fession throughout the country. Mr. Vale is 
descended from families who have been seated 
in Pennsylvania for more than two hundred 
years. His offices are in the Land Title Building, 
Philadelphia, and his home is in Milford, 
Delaware.

Mr. Vale was born October 19, 1874, son of 
Joseph Griffith and Sarah Ruby (Eyster) Vale. 
He is descended in the fifth generation from 
Robert Vale, who was born in 1716 in London, 
England of a family of landholders. After ob- 
taining a good general and classical education, 
Robert Vale went to sea. Later, after joining the 
Society of Friends, he came to America, settled 
in Warrington, York County, Pennsylvania and 
received warrants for land therein situate 
September 17, 1744. His residence in Warring- 
ton indicates his ‘strong attachment to the 
Quaker faith, for that community was one of the 
earliest Quaker settlements. That immigrant 
ancestor of the Vale family married at the 
Friend’s Meeting House in Warrington in 1749 
Sarah Butler. 

Joseph Griffith Vale, Ruby Ross Vale’s father, 
was born June 27, 1837 and died June 30, 1902. 
He was a teacher at the White Hall Academy 
from which he was graduated. He stopped teach- 
ing to help recruit the Eighteenth Regiment of 
the Pennsylvania Seventh Cavalry at the out- 
break of the Civil War, was commissioned a 
first lieutenant October 12, 1861 and became its 
Captain upon the death in action of Captain 
May, in Company K of that regiment. 

Again in civil life, Joseph Griffith Vale 
practiced law. He was admitted to the Dauphin 
County bar in Pennsylvania December 6, 1870, 
and to the Cumberland County bar in January 
10, 1871, and practiced law at Carlisle in Cum- 
berland County for the rest of his active career. 
He was pre-war abolitionist and helped form 


the Republican party in Pennsylvania. He de- 
livered the oration at the dedication of the 
monument erected at Carlisle, Pennsylvania to 
Molly Pitcher, and also, the oration at the 
dedication of the Seventh Pennsylvania Cavalry 
monument erected by the State of Pennsylvania 
on the battlefield of Chickamauga. He is author 
of “Minty and the Cavalry,’ a history of the 
cavalry of the army of the Cumberland, and of 
two dramas, “Children of Israel’? and “Lilith.” 


Ruby Ross Vale attended public schools in 
Carlisle, his Pennsylvania birthplace, and then 
went to Dickinson Preparatory School, where 
he was graduated in 1892. Next he studied at 
Dickinson College in Carlisle, receiving the 
degree of Bachelor of Philosophy there in 1896. 
His brothers, Thomas E. and E. Mode Vale, 
were graduates of the same College, class of 
1887, and members of the same fraternities, Phi 
Beta Kappa and Phi Kappa Psi, and their sister, 
Grace Greenwood Vale, was graduated there in 
1901. After teaching from 1896 to 1898 and 
serving as principal of the Milford Classical 
School, Milford, Delaware, he returned to Dick- 
inson to study law and in 1899 received the 
degree of Bachelor of Laws and Master of Arts 
there. In 1910, he was made an honorary Doctor 
of Civil Laws at Dickinson and in 1929, Ursinus 
College conferred upon him the honorary Doctor 
of Laws degree. 


Descended from a line of lawyers and edu- 
cators, Mr. Vale was admitted to the Pennsyl- 
vania bar in 1899 and thereafter spent several 
years with the Barrister’s Bureau. He early was 
associated in practice with the law firm of 
Alexander & Magill. At Mr. Alexander’s death, 
Mr. Vale continued as a partner of Magill until 
he was elevated to the bench, whereupon Mr. 
Vale practiced independently, specializing in 
corporation, banking and insurance law. His 
clientele grew as the years passed. His untiring 
industry, meticulous care, profound learning and 
integrity of mind and character are the factors 
that have entered into the fine record he has 
achieved of national note. 


Possessing a strong literary gift, Mr. Vale 
early began using it to clarify the foundation 
and societal aspects of law. His writings reveal 
profound thought and a talent for careful re- 
search, while his clear distinctive style makes 
his work desired by the scholarly and the 
thinker. His writings include “Elementary Prin- 
ciples of Pennsylvania Law’ in two volumes, 
which has gone through several editions. He 
indexed and arranged the law of ‘Negotiable 
Instruments” and of “Mechanics Liens” in 1901;

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FRANK BILLINGS KELLOGG 


Frank Billings Kellogg was born at Potsdam, 
St. Lawrence County, New York, December 22, 
1856, and was nine years old when in 1865 his 
parents, Asa F. and Abigail (Billings) Kellogg, 
came to Minnesota and established their home 
on a farm in Olmsted County; now deceased. 


He attended a district school in Olmstead 
County, grade school at Elgin, and in 1875 be- 
gan the study of law at Rochester. He complet- 
ed his studies under R. A. Jones, whom Presi- 
dent Cleveland subsequently appointed justice 
of Washington Territory. In December, 1877, he 
was admitted to the bar, and during ten years 
of practice in Rochester he served three years 
as city attorney, five years as county attorney. 
In October, 1887, he removed to St. Paul to 
become a partner in the law firm of Davis, 
Kellogg & Severance. 


Mr. Kellogg was elected president of the 
American Bar Association for the year 1912-13. 

He had been a delegate to the Republican 
National Convention in 1904, 1908 and 1912, 
and was Republican national committeeman 
from Minnesota from 1904 to 1912. In 1916, he 
was elected United States Senator from Minne- 
sota. At the close of his senatorial term he re- 
sumed practice at St. Paul, the law firm then 
being Davis, Kellogg, Severance & Morgan. 
President Coolidge in 1924 appointed him Amer- 
ican Ambassador to the Court of St. James. 
From this post he was recalled to enter the 
cabinet of President Coolidge as Secretary of 
State on March 4, 1925. The culminating 
achievement of his term, best known at home 
and abroad, was the Kellogg Peace Pact. 


It was through Mr. Kellogg's initiative that 
the general pact for the renunciation of war was 
signed at Paris, August 27, 1928, by Mr. Kellogg 
for the United States and by the diplomatic 
representatives of the following nations: Ger- 
many, Belgium, France, Great Britain, the Do- 
minion of Canada, the Commonwealth of Aus- 


tralia, the Dominion of New Zealand, the Union 
of South Africa, the Irish Free State, India, 
Italy, Japan, Poland and the Czechoslovak Re- 
public. By the subsequent addition of signa- 
tories and ratification by forty-seven nations, 
it has become a binding treaty among sixty-two 
nations of the world. 


In 1930, Mr. Kellogg was elected a member 
of the Permanent Court of International Justice 
to fill the vacancy caused by the resignation of 
Charles Evans Hughes. In 1931, he was tfe- 
elected for the regular term of nine years. The 
Permanent Court of International Justice was 
created by a commission appointed by the 
League of Nations, of which Mr. Elihu Root of 
the United States was a member. This commis- 
sion drafted what was designated as the Statutes 
of the World Court, and which went into ef- 
fect December 13, 1920. The Court meets at the 
Peace Palace in The Hague, Holland. 


In recognition of distinguished services for 
the advancement of world peace, Mr. Kellogg 
was awarded the Nobel Prize (Peace) on No- 
vember 10, 1930; France conferred the Grand 
Cross of the Legion of Honor; in 1913, McGill 
University of Montreal, the honorary degree of 
Doctor of Laws, and he received a similar de- 
gree from the University of Pennsylvania in 
1926, New York University in 1927, Carleton 
College of Minnesota in 1928, St. Lawrence Uni- 
versity in 1929, Harvard University in 1929, 
University of Minnesota and Princeton Univer- 
sity in 1931. In 1929, Trinity College of Con- 
necticut and Oxford University of England 
made him a Doctor of Civil Law. Mr. Kellogg in 
1923 was a delegate to the Fifth International 
Conference of American States at Santiago, 
Chile. In 1930, he was awarded the Order of 
Olive Branch of Argentina. 


Until the time of his death, he was senior 
member of the law firm of Kellogg, Morgan, 
Chase, Carter & Headley. He married at Roches- 
ter, June 16, 1886, Clara M. Cook, daughter of 
George C. Cook. 


SAMUEL D. JACKSON 


Samuel D. Jackson was born in Allen County, 
Indiana, May 28, 1895; son of Isaiah H. and 
Minnie (Whittenberger).

Herbert Crommelin Smyth was born in New 
York City on December 19, 1870; son of Joseph 
Kennedy and Julia Gabriella (Ogden) Smyth. 
He was a maternal grandson of Samuel Gouver- 
neur Ogden, New York merchant, and was a 
maternal great-great grandson of Francis Lewis, 
a signer of the Declaration of Independence. He 
was the seventh son in a family of eight broth- 
ers and three sisters. His preliminary education 
was obtained at public grammar school and 
through private study. He received his legal 
education at Columbia University up to the 
time he left with part of the students and fac- 
ulty to form the New York Law School, where 
he completed his studies to earn his LL.B. de- 
gree in 1892, and was admitted to the New 
York bar in April of the same year. 


Smyth spent his early years as law clerk and 
lawyer in the office of Nelson J. Waterbury 
and in the claim and legal departments of the 
Fidelity and Casualty Company. After a short 
period as a partner in the firm of Smyth & 
Sanders, he became a member of the firm of 
Nadal, Smyth, Carrere & Trafford (1893 to 
1902). In 1903, he became associated with 
Francis L. Wellman and William W. Gooch. In 
1904, the name was changed to Wellman, Gooch 
& Smyth; later to Wellman & Smyth in 1915. 

Several changes in partnership composition 
were reflected in the firm name between 1920 
and Smyth’s death, when Roderic Wellman and 
Herbert C. Smyth, Jr., respective sons of the 
originating partners, continued the name of 
Wellman & Smyth. 

Smyth, during 52 years of active practice, 
terminating with his death in New York City 
on January 14, 1944, established an outstanding 
reputation in trial work as an expert in the art 
of cross-examination. He is credited with being 
the first to adapt to cross-examination the prin- 
ciples of auto-suggestion developed and de- 
scribed by Hugo Munsterberg, professor of psy- 
chology at Harvard University. Smyth's pro- 
ficiency as a cross-examiner placed him in de- 


mand as trial counsel for most of the prominent 
law firms of New York City. 

As plaintiff's advocate, he established new 
concepts of negligence which resulted in im- 
proved safety observance in industry and trans- 
portation; as defendant’s advocate, he contrib- 
uted to a broadening of the concept of contribu- 
tory negligence. In surrogate practice, as the 
result of numerous trials of will contests, Smyth 
was largely responsible for material improve- 
ments in the decedents estate laws of New York 
State. 

In 1915 and 1916, under the Wilson admin- 
istration, Smyth served as special prosecutor 
for the Attorney General of the United States 
in anti-trust proceedings that resulted in the 
breaking up of the tobacco, newsprint and wool- 
en trusts. Later, in a series of newspaper libel 
actions, he successfully defended New York 
newspapers and gained judicial decisions that 
materially strengthened a liberal interpretation 
of the constitutional rights of freedom of the 
press. 

In 1916 he served at the Plattsburg Training 
Camp and during World War II, until his 
death, he served as a member of his local draft 
board. 

Smyth was a trustee of the New York Law 
School; a member of the American and New 
York State Bar Associations, Association of the 
Bar of the City of New York, New York Coun- 
ty Lawyers Associations, where he was chairman 
of committee on discipline; former member of 
Admissions Committee on Superior Courts of 
New York State, and numerous other commit- 
tees serving the legal profession. He was a mem- 
ber of Kane Masonic Lodge. He served for more 
than twenty-five years as a governor of the Man-’ 
hattan Club of New York City. He was a mem- 
ber of the Empire State Society, New York His- 
torical Societv, Sons of the American Revolu- 
tion, Metropolitan Club of New York City and 
several golf and yacht clubs. 

Politically, Smyth was a Democrat. At one 
time he was offered the Democratic nomination 
for Judge of the New York Supreme Court. 

Smyth was married on April 8, 1896, in New 
York City to Maimee Susette, daughter of 
George Murray, New York hotel owner and 
operator. They had three children, Herbert 
Crommelin, Jr., born in 1897; Murray Ogden, 
born in 1904, and Thelma Susette (Mrs. Ken- 
neth B. Ellis), born in 1907.

HALL McALLISTER 


It seems to be the general belief in California 
that Hall McAllister, all things considered, was 
the greatest lawyer in all the West, and that we 
shall not see his like again. He was not the 
greatest in all regards, but his faculties were so 
developed, his gifts were so various, that it may 
be said that he had more of the elements of 
greatness than any man of his time or since his 
time possessed. 

Hall:McAllister was born in Georgia in 1826 
and came to San Francisco in 1849. He began 
the practice of the law in August, 1849. He 
applied himself to his profession with great 
earnestness. Having a wealthy and indulgent 
father, he never suffered from poverty or the 
fear of want. He was courtly, popular, and of 
an honorable disposition, so his practice grew 
fast as soon as his abilities were known. There 
was no let-down in that practice until just be- 
fore his death in 1888. He was often consulted 
by other lawyers. Judge E. D. Sawyer once re- 
marked that McAllister was equally good in all 
kinds of cases. John Garber paid him a rare 
tribute, after his death, bv saying he adorned 
every subject he ever touched, and that his in- 
tellectual capacities knew no limit. 

Though a logical, busy man, he had a vein 
of humor in argument, in cross-examination, 
and in his general intercourse with men, His 
manners were pleasant. He had a habit of 
taking down all the evidence, or the main 
points, in his own writing. It seemed to make 
an impression on his mind, so he could recall 
it in argument. He was a careful! cross-examiner. 
In the management of a case he was logical, pa- 
tient, and never rattled. He thought and moved 
fast for a man of his powerful physique, but 
there was no suggestion of undue haste. He was 
so polite and courteous that he won court, jury, 
and witnesses. His intellectual processes were 
unhampered by hesitation. In achievement he 
was brilliant.

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CHARLES NAGEL 


Charles Nagel, who began the practice of law 
at Saint Louis, Missouri, in 1873, was the 
fourth man called to the cabinet as secretary of 
commerce and labor, was the only one to serve 
a four-year administration and the last to hold 
that portfolio before the department was di- 
vided in 1913, since which date there has 
been a secretary of commerce and a secretary 
of labor. 


He was a native of Texas, born in Colorado 
County on August 9, 1849. His father was one 
of the many Germans attracted to Texas during 
the ’40’s and ’50’s, and like many of his com- 
patriots, favored the Union cause during the 
Civil War. In consequence, he came north and 
Charles Nagel had his home in Saint Louis 
since about fifteen years of age. His father, 
Dr. Hermann Nagel, and his mother, Fred- 
ericke Litzman, were both natives of Pritzwalk, 
Prussia. 


Charles Nagel finished his high school work 
at Saint Louis in 1868 and in 1872 graduated 
with Bachelor of Laws degree from the Saint 
Louis Law School. During 1872 and 1873 he 
studied Roman law, political economy and other 
subjects at the University of Berlin. While he 
was secretary of commerce and labor, Brown 
University of Rhode Island made him a Doctor 
of Laws in 1911, and he has been similarly hon- 
ored by Villanova University of Pennsylvania 
and Washington University at Saint Louis. In 
1929, he was given the honorary degree of Po- 
litical Science by the University of Berlin, Ger- 
many. Admitted to the bar in 1873, Mr. Nagel 
practiced his profession in Saint Louis with only 
one important interruption, the four years he 
was a member of President Taft’s cabinet. He 
was a director in the International Bank of Saint 
Louis, is chairman of the board of the Mathies- 
sen and Hegler Zinc Company of La Salle, Illi- 
nois, is a director of the Agricultural Bank and 
Credit Company of Chicago, and counselor of 


the National Industrial Conference Board of 
New York. 


Mr. Nagel was a member of the Lower House 
of the Missouri Legislature in 1881-83, and 
president of the Council of Saint Louis from 
1893 to 1897. His service under President Taft 
was from 1909 to March, 1913. He was Republi- 
can National Committeeman from Missouri from 
1908 to 1912. As secretary of commerce and 
labor, about 1911, he initiated the organiza- 
tion of the Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States and served as a director for some years 
after 1913. He was chairman of the Business 
Men’s Agricultural Commission, created to sup- 
ply the food to the starving children of Ger- 
many after the drafting of peace. Mr. Nagel 
served as a member of the arbitration board in 
the controvetsy between the Western Rail Lines 
and the Brotherhood of Engineers and Firemen. 
He has been a member of the boards of Saint 
Louis Public Library, Saint Louis Art School 
and other institutions, was president of the Lin- 
coln University, Jefferson City; a trustee and 
vice-president of Washington University, and 
was lecturer at the Saint Louis Law School from 
1885 to 1909.

Later a partnership was formed 
with George Willis, Francis P. Homer and 
Samuel K. Smith, practicing under the name of 
Willis, Homer, France & Smith. 

In 1893, Mr. France married Roberta Lee 
Simon of Baltimore. They became the parents 
of Joseph France, of the law firm of Venable, 
Baetjer & Howard; of Robert France, a judge 
of the Supreme Bench of Baltimore City and 
a past president of the Bar Association of Bal- 
timore City; of Mrs. Ernest Caulfield of West 
Hartford, Connecticut; and of Dr. Richard 
France, a well-known physician in Baltimore. 

In 1906, Mr. France became the general coun- 
sel of the United Railways and Electric Com- 
pany, now the Baltimore Transit Company, 
and was associated with it until his death.

His outstanding position in the legal profes- 
sion was shown some years ago when a poll 
was taken among the Baltimore lawyers to de- 
termine who was its leading member. and he 
received the highest number of votes. His intel- 
lectual force, his great industry and his splendid 
character won him an esteem that is enjoyed 
by but few.

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ROBERT HARRIS McCARTER 


Robert Harris McCarter, a practitioner in 
the Courts of New Jersey and of New Jersey 
and of the United States for more than half a 
century, distinguished for learning in law and 


eloquence in advocacy, has passed into eternal 
rest. The burdens of years of an unusually ex- 
tended life pressed so lightly upon him that it 
seems but yesterday that he was still busily en- 
gaged in the activities of his profession. No 
period of retirement will be associated with his 
memory. 

He was born in Newton, New Jersey, April 
28, 1859, and died at his home in Rumson, New 
Jersey, May 30, 1941. It may be truthfully said 
of him that he was a lawyer by hereditary right, 
an inheritance he in turn transmitted to his own 
son. His grandfather, whose namesake he was, 
after serving as Clerk of the County of Sussex, 
became a Judge of the Sussex Common Pleas 
Court in days when that court was more im- 
portant than any other in the county, and at 
the time of his death in 1851, was a Judge of 
the Court of Errors and Appeals of the State, 
as then recently established under the Constitu- 
tion of 1844. Thomas N. McCarter, the son of 
this judge and the father of the Robert known 
to our day, was a distinguished leader of the 
bar of the state and nation, whose fame is still 
fresh in the memories of many living lawyers. 
The second Robert naturally followed in his 
own father’s footsteps. After graduation with 
high honors from Princeton in 1879, with a 
class of which Woodrow Wilson and Mahlon 
Pitney were members, he spent the required 
apprenticeship of three years in his father’s of- 
fice, in the meantime acquiring a Bachelor of 
Laws degree from Columbia University. He was 
admitted to the New Jersey bar the June 
term, 1882, and immediately joined with his 
father, Thomas H. McCarter, in the formation 
of the newly established firm of McCarter, 
Williamson & McCarter. With this firm, and 
its legitimate successors, he continued through- 


out the years to come. He became in due course 
a counsellor-at-law of New Jersey and entitled 
to appear in all State and Federal Courts, and, 
as his employments from time to time required, 
he was specially heard in courts in many juris- 
dictions. 

He was admirably equipped for his life work. 
Nature had endowed him with vigor of mind 
and body and an engaging personality. These 
were supplemented by superior educational op- 
portunities. Immediately upon admission to the 
bar he plunged into an active practice, which he 
pursued with unabated energy and untiring zeal 
for more than fifty-five years. Devotion to the 
interests of his clients was a dominant charac- 
teristic, and the heat of battle sometimes stirred 
his impulsive nature, but, the battle over, his 
native generosity resumed its sway and any lin- 
gering animosities were quickly dispelled. He 
neither sought nor accepted judicial service, nor 
was he ever active in political life. Success at- 
tended him from the beginning. His reputation, 
based on his own achievements, soon extended 
beyond the boundaries of his own state. He 
was Attorney General of New Jersey from 1903 
to 1908, resigning in the latter year because of 
pressure of private business. He was an hon- 
ored president of both the County and State Bar 
Associations, and received from the latter its 
medal of distinguished service to the bar. 
Princeton bestowed upon him the honorary de- 
gree of Doctor of Laws, as did also the Univer- 
sity of Newark. His friendship with lawyers 
was unlimited. It is no exaggeration to say that 
he was the well-beloved friend of all lawvers, 
as well the newly admitted with spurs to win as 
the veterans of the battles of his generation. 

His brilliant professional attainments were 
coupled with qualities of heart and manner 
which joined affection to admiration. His high 
place is secure.

Honorable Thomas E. Dewey, Governor of 
State of New York, was born in Owosso, Michi- 
gan, on March 24, 1902. 


He was graduated from University of Michi- 
gan with an A.B. degree in 1923; from Colum- 
bia Law School, LL.B. in 1925. He received the 
Columbia University Medal for Excellence, the 
Cardinal Newman Distinguished Service Award 
at the University of Illinois and honorary de- 
grees from University of Michigan, Tufts Col- 
lege, Brown University, Dartmouth College, St. 
Lawrence University, New York University, 
Union College, Fordham University, Alfred 
University, Hamilton College and Colgate Uni- 
versity. 

Upon graduation, Governor Dewey joined 
law firm of Larkin, Rathbone & Perry and later 
McNamarra & Seymour. 


In 1931, he was appointed Chief Assistant U.

He then engaged in private practice, 
meanwhile serving as counsel to the Association 
of the Bar in the removal of a Municipal Court 
Justice and as a Special Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral.of the United States. 


In July, 1935, Governor Dewey was appoint- 
ed Special Prosecutor in charge of Investigation 
of Organized Crime. There followed successful 
prosecution of a city-wide ring of loan sharks, 
Charles Luciano and other leaders of a city- 
wide prostitution racket; the Dutch Schultz 
restaurant racket; Louis (Lepke) Buchalter, 
head of the baking and garment rackets; and 
the leaders of the trucking, fresh vegetables, 
construction and other rackets. In addition, 
Governor Dewey prosecuted or exposed and 


drove from public office, political leaders 
James J. Hines, William Solomon, Charles 
Schneider and Albert Marinelli, New York 


County Clerk, Judge Martin Manton, and many 
others, 


In 1937, Governor Dewey was elected District 
Attorney of New York County on the Republi- 
can, American Labor and City Fusion ticket by 
a vote of 326,351, defeating his opponent by 
a majority of 109,019. 

In 1938, Governor Dewey was the Republican 
candidate for Governor. He was defeated by 
Herbert H. Lehman, Democratic and American 
Labor candidate, by 64,394 votes. As a result of 
the campaign, the Republican party was re- 
stored to the head of the ballot and gained 
control of both houses of the Legislature. 


In 1941, as National Chairman of the first 
U.S.O. campaign, Governor Dewey organized 
the national drive for $10,675,000. The cam- 
paign raised $16,000,000. ; 

In 1942, Governor Dewey, again the Repub- 
lican candidate for Governor, was elected by a 
total vote of 2,148,546 against 1,501,039. 

In 1944, Governor Dewey was Republican 
candidate for President; Franklin Delano Roose- 
velt, Democratic and American Labor candi- 
date. The total vote for Roosevelt was 25,602,- 
505; for Dewey, 22,006,278. 

In 1946, Governor Dewey, re-elected by the 
largest majority in the history of the state— 
687,151 votes—polled 2,825,633 as against his 
opponent, United States Senator James M. Mead, 
who polled 2,138,482 from the Democratic, 
American Labor and Liberal parties. Nominated 
by the Republican party for President of the 
United States in 1948; was defeated by President 
Harry Truman. :

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JOHN P. GRAY 


John P. Gray was born at Boise, Idaho, March 
17, 1880, the son of John S. Gray and Alice 
Pinkham Gray. He graduated from the Boise, 
Idaho schools, received his law degrees, LL.B. 
at George Washington University in 1898, 
LL.M. in 1899, and D.C.L. in 1900. He was ad- 
mitted to the Idaho State bar at Wallace, Idaho 
in. 1901. 


In 1904 he married Stella Lee of Minneapolis. 
Two children were born of the marriage, Kath- 
erine (Mrs. Joseph Schuster) of Beverly Hills, 
California, and Mary Lee (Mrs. John N. Shep- 
hard). Mr. Shephard is a practicing attorney at 
Monterey, California. 

John P. Gray was a native of Idaho and al- 
ways an Idahoian. His father was an influential 
member of the Idaho Constitutional Convention, 
and assisted in drafting a constitution for a 
mountainous state rich in natural resources 
awaiting application of capital, ingenuity and 
enterprise for its development. The constitution 
was well adapted to that condition. 

It was quite natural that Mr. Gray, upon 
completing his law education, should return to 
Idaho, locating at Wallace. Although only 21 
years of age, Mr. W. B. Heyburn, then a very 
eminent mining lawyer, later U. S. Senator, en- 
trusted him with the preparation and presenta- 
tion of important cases coming to his office. A 
very early case was Clark v. Rossier, reported 
in 10 Idaho 348, in which he established the 
principle that under the Idaho Constitution the 
Probate Courts are courts of record and have 
original jurisdiction, its intermediate orders 
were not subject to collateral attack, but were 
subject only to attack upon appeal from the final 
decree of distribution. 

His next case of prominence was Potlatch 
Lumber Co. v. Peterson, 12 Idaho 769, involving 
the suit of a lumber company to condemn lands 
for a millpond. The court held under the pro- 
visions of Section 14, Article I of the Constitu- 
tion, that any necessary use of lands for the 


complete development of natural resources of 
the State of Idaho is a public use, with the 
rights of Eminent Domain. The decision was of 
inestimable value to lumber companies in the 
matter of condemning rights-of-way across jand 
purchased by speculators at strategic positions 
which bottled up lands in draws and water- 
sheds above. This principle he successfully ap- 
plied in condemning easements for power reser- 
voirs for the Washington Water Power Com- 
pany, as well as easements necessary to develop- 
ment of mining ground. 


While Mr. Gray in general practice became an 
outstanding authority on constitutional law, his 
chief eminence as a lawyer was.in another field. 
His close association with Senator Heyburn led 
to mining litigation and the study and applica- 
tion of the Federal Statutes establishing rights 
and title to mining claims in the public lands, 
and especially apex rights beyond the sidelines 
of the mining claims. 

He was early engaged in important mining 
cases in the Coeur d’Alene Mining District, later 
in the Butte Mining District, and then generally 
in Nevada, Utah and Arizona. While he main- 
tained his general office after 1910 at Coeur d’ 
Alene, Idaho, his principal attention was de- 
voted to, and the principal part of his earnings 
was from mining litigation in other states. 

It is probable that he has taken a leading part 
in more important mining cases involving apex 
rights than any other lawyer in the west. 

Mr. Gray’s practice taxed his time and energy 
severely; nevertheless, he was able to conduct 
lecture courses on mining law at the University 
of Idaho and the University of Wisconsin. 

Mr. Gray died on the 6th day of January, 
1939, at the height of his career.

Joseph Scott was born in England in 1867, 
the family moving from Wexford, where his 
father and mother were married, in 1864.

Subsequently in 1910 he 
was urged by Senator Johnson to accept the 
post, but declined. He nominated Herbert Hoo- 
ver for President of the United States in 1932. 

He has been elected as a member of the Los 
Anegles City School Board, covering a period 
of ten years, five of which he was unanimously 
elected each year to be president. He has been 
president of the Los Angeles Chamber of Com- 
merce, one of the founders, and for three years 
president of the Los Angeles Community Chest. 
He was voted by the Los Angeles Realty Board 
to be the recipient of the gold watch for Los 


Angeles’ most useful citizen in 1931, during 


which time he served as chairman of the Los 
Angeles County Emergency Relief Committee.

In Janu- 
ary, 1899, he was appointed ambassador from 
the United States to Great Britain, and he 
served his country in that office for six years 
until May, 1905, On the 10th of April, 1905, 
the bar of England claimed him as a fellow of 
that great company by electing him to be a 
Bencher of the Middle Temple. Upon his re- 
turn to his home he resumed his activity at the 
bar; but‘in 1907 he was again made ambassador, 
and the head of the delegation from the United 
States to the Second Hague Conference, where 
he contributed an important part to the substan- 
tial advance in the establishment and definition 
of International Law and Procedure accom- 
plished by that Conference. Upon his return 
from The Hague he again resumed practice, less 
actively of course than in earlier years. 

In the meantime he had come to be a Doctor 
of Laws at Amherst, Harvard, Yale, Williams, 
Union, the University of Pennsylvania, of Mc- 
Gill, and Toronto, of Cambridge, Edinburgh, 
St. Andrews, and Glasgow, and a Doctor of 
Civil Law of Oxford. 

The forty-three years which elapsed between 
admission to the bar in 1856 and the embassy 
to Great Britain in 1899 were filled by the 
work of the pure lawyer. Neither business nor 
recreation nor politics, nor any other interest 
diverted him from a continual and amazing 


activity in the trial and argument of cases. He 
was never an attorney. Circumstances and nat- 
ural adaptation placed him from the beginning 
altogether upon the court rather than the of- 
fice side of that line which exists in the nature 
of things between the duties of the barrister 
and the duties of the solicitor, and made him 
an advocate. 

At the age of thirty-five he was president of 
the New England Society in New York, the 
organization which for more than a century has 
done honor to the history and spirit of his race. 
At forty-one he was president of the Union 
League Club, that institution created in the 
darkest days of the Civil War to promote, en- 
courage, and sustain absolute and unqualified 
loyalty to the government of the United States. 
He was president of the Harvard Club, of the 
Law School Association, of the Century Asso- 
ciation. For forty years before his death he was 
a governor of the New York Hospital. He was 
president of the State Charities Aid Association. 


‘He was one of the incorporators of the Metro- 
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politan Museum of Art, and,one of its trustees 
for the forty-seven years which, followed its or- 
ganization in 1870; and for m&ny years before 
his death he was chairman of tts law commit- 
tee, and a member of the executive committee, 
and vice-president. He was one of the incor- 
porators and during all its existence a trustee of 
the American Museum of Natural History. He 
was an active trustee and the vice-president of 
the Carnegie Endowment for International 
Peace, He was vice-president of the Society for 
the Judicial Settlement of International Dis- 
putes. He was a member and chairman of the 
sub-committee on elections, of the Committee of 
Seventy, that committee which roused the honest 
citizenship of New York to the rescue of the 
city from shame of the Tweed Ring control. He 
was honorary president and an active coadjutor 
in the National Defense League, which did so 
much to arouse the patriotic people of our 
country to realize the deadly peril to their lib- 
erty of possible German military domination, 
and to make them understand that the time had 
come when American institutions must be de- 
fended again by force of arms, or must perish.
